Geneva Talks 


Got Nowhere 


Tells U. S. Geneva 
Spirif' Not Entirely 
Dead In Diplomacy 


WASHINGTON 
President 
-Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles c!o#ed the door today 
0 0 the 
failui e of the Geneva foreign min­ 
isters confereffoe and began a re­ 
doubled search for a “just and 
durable peace.” 
In a sober TV-radio report Friday 
night, Dulles conceded his three 
week* at the Big Four meeting 
“didn't get us anywhere at all.” 
But he « aid the “Spirit of Ge­ 
neva, 
flowing from the summit 
conference which Eisenhower at­ 
tended in July, lives on even 
though the Soviet’s summertime 
smiles turned into frowns this fall.

4. The Eisenhower administra­

Other 
assets are “perman en t,” an d we 
look upon these from the stan d * 
poin t of lon g ran ge value. 
On the opposite page of a balan ce 
sheet are the liabilities. 
Here we 


balan ce sheets, make a list of the 
assets in our lives, make an other 
list of liabilities. If we d o a thor­ 
ough job of searchin g our min d s on 
this question , if we are en tirely 
hon est with ourselves, most of ui 
will fin d that our assets far out­ 
weigh our liabilities.

For all that

accomplished at 
Gen eva meetin g, the Big Four foreign 
isters might just as well have stay ed at home. 
The Russian s are still say in g n o to an y thin g 
importan t the West might propose, but they 
are say in g it with a smile, which some in 
trepret as in d icatin g a chan ged attitud e. 
It is easy to be san guin e about the “ spirit 
of Gen eva” that evolved out of the summit 
meetin g of theh ead s of state. It is true, the 
Russian s smiled with emphasis an d they were 
gen erally more cord ial than they had eve/ 
been 
before, 
but 
they mad e n o substan tial 
promises. 
About the most that can be said is that they 
showed a willin gn ess to n egotiate. 
The foreign min isters’ meetin g was the out* 
gr< wh of that willin gn ess. But n ow that the 
West fin d s itself in exactly the same position 
with Russia as it was before the summit meet­ 
in g, except for certain vague promises, who 
can say that an y real progress has been mad e. 
Ten sion has been relaxed , an d to that ex­ 
ten t the probabilities of an y major hot war in 
the fareseeable future have been lessen ed . But 
Russia is n ot retreatin g from its position in 
Europe an d could n ot be bud ged o n an y on e of 
the three poin ts of d iscussion at Gen eva. 
The West an d the East are as far apart 
as an y two sid es could be on the problem of 
German un ification . Mutual d istrust is the crux 
of his issue an d there is scan t hope for a 
solution as lon g as the Soviet in sists on keepin g 
an iron grip on her satellite« . 
Russia has been on again , oif again in its 
pron oun cemen ts on d isarmamen t. 
Presid en t 
Eisen hower has had the in itiative here, an d 
Molotov has been busy try in g to sn eak out of 
tight corn ers, all the while professin g a d e* 
vout hope for world d isarmamen t. 
To avoid an impression that the Gen eva con ­ 
feren ce was a complete failure, the foreign 
min isters have agreed to con tin ue d iscussion s 
in the Un ited Nation s. Russia has promised to 
formulate a n ew plan , but un less there is a 
rad ical chan ge in attitud e, its scope will be 


bo limited that n o effective in spection pro­ 
ced ure can evolve from it. 
Molotov-mad e it clear, too, that Russia is 
n ot about to rin g up the iron curtain . He re­ 
fused to lower curren cy rates an d en d rad io 
jammin g an d wasn ’t at all receptive to the 
id ea of open in g Russia to Western id eas.

When politician s talk fon d ly of a return to 90 
per cen t of parity farm price supports it might 
be en lighten in g to look at the surpluses they 
en couraged in the “ good old d ay s.” 
Tod ay Un cle Sam has an outright in vestmen t 
erf more than 5^ billion d ollars in surplus farm 
prod ucts plus an ad d ition al 1 Ms billion d ollars 
in crops held un d er loan . Prior to the New Deal 
era 7 billion d ollars was con sid ered an out. 
rageous cost for the whole operation of govern ­ 
men t. 
In :he mon th of September this y ear, the gov­ 
ern men t picked up an ad d ition al 220 million 
d ollars worth of farm stocks, an amoun t ot 
feed quite a few mouths even in these d ay s of 
d epreciated curren cy . 
Sin ce last July , when he took over the office 
of sales man ager for the Agriculture Depart­ 
men t. Fran k C. Dan iels, a hard head ed Yan kee 
trad er, has d isposed of 500 million d ollars worth 
of commod ities. 
This is a start but Dan iels has had to move 
cautiously an d market the commod ities sparin g, 
ly 4 > avoid kn ockin g the price out from un d er 
the surpluses he is try in g to market. Given 
time, the presen t ord erly liquid ation program 
should be successful but short of a wid espread 
famin e, the process will take y ears. 
Isn ’t it time to d o some hard , sen sible thin k­ 
in g about the farm problem? 


Robert E. Sherwood 


The un timely d eath of Robert E. Sherwood 
brought to a close the d isin guished career of 
on e of America’s foremost con temporary liter­ 
ary figures. 
Win n er of three Pulitzer prizes for d ram a an d 
on e for a biography . 
Play wright Sherwood 
gain ed his greatest promin en ce d urin g the d ay s 
of the New Deal. 
It was his close frien d ship with the late 
Presid en t Roosevelt—some of whose speeches 
he helped prepare — that brought him in to the 
aren a of political con troversy . 
As a m atter of fact, his New Deal sy mpathies 
let to his fourth Pulitzer award in 1949 for the 
biography , “Roosevelt an d Hopkin s.” 
Amon g his play s, “Abe Lin coln in Illin ois” 
was perhaps his best historical effort. “ Id iot’s 
Delight” an d “There Shall Bo No Night” were 
his other prize win n ers. 
Sherwood had a facility for expression that 
brought him wid e popular acclaim, but the con . 
d ition of his health was such that he n ever 
quite realized his poten tialities in the n ewest 
med ium* television .

Steven son , who formally threw his 
hat in to the 1956 presid en tial rin g 
Tuesd ay , i& how to rid e the mid d le 
of the road he has set for him­ 
self without bein g blown off, left 
or right, by the violen tly con flict­

Democratic 
party . 
On on e han d is the Democracy 
of the North an d , with some reser­ 
vation s, the West, con sistin g of an 
overwhelmin g majority of the titu­ 
lar lead ers of organ ized labor, the 
more rad ical farm 
ogan ization s 
an d poweful racial groups active 
main ly in the n ation ’s large cities. 
It is a behalf of those elemen ts 
that former Presid en t 
Truman 
an d Gov. Averell Harriman have 
in effect served n otice on Steven ­ 
son to either get on their New an d 
Fair Deal ban d wagon 
or 
face 
stron g leftist opposition . 
On the other han d , Democrats 
from the South an d its bor<^* 
states have in d icated just as em­ 
phatically that the New an d Fair 
Deal both are out as bases 
of 
Democratic party policy an d that 
if Steven son turn s back to those 
shibboleths he might as well kiss 
his hope good by e. 
AT THE SOUTHERN extreme 
is Gov. Shivers of Texas, who 
bolted in 1952 an d vows he will 
d o the same if Steven son is the 
n omin ee. Sen . Russell of Georgia, 
a Steven son supporter in 1952, also 
places him n ow as a little too far 
left. 
It is fair to assume that South­ 
ern ers of the Russell Stripe, hav­ 
in g o b s e r v e d 
the 
Truman - 
Harriman pressures in behalf of 
the elemen ts they speak for. are 
n otify in g 
Steven son 
that 
if he 
y ield s to that Northerly outfit be 
can expect even stron ger South­ 
ern opposition n ext y ear. 
An in stan ce in poin t was Stev­ 
en son 's d iscussion in his speech at 
Charlotte ville

d emn in g Czechoslivakia’s 
supply 
of arms to the

BY SO SPEAKING, 
Steven sou 
essen tially echoed the position of 
Secretary Dulles all alon g that the 
mam hope lies in action by the 
Un ited Nation s.

man d s of American Zion ists, be­ 
gun soon after his recen t return 
from a Far Eastern tour, that he 
come out squarely in favor of a 
U.S. guaran ee of the Israeli fu­ 
ture. regard less of cost. Steven ­ 
son is kn own to have been warn ed 
that Gov. Harriman was then pre­ 
parin g for hir 10 per cen t stan d 
for Un ited States in suran ce of the 
Israeli state, sin ce proclaimed . 
Steven son 
has 
remain ed 
re­ 
markably like 
Presid en t 
Eisen ­ 
hower an d -or Secretary Dulles on 
other vital poin ts. 
At Green Bay last mon th he ex­ 
pressed d oubt that return to Tru­ 
m an ’s

After havin g been bitterly as­ 
sailed for that d eclaration 
from 
some quarters of the farm belt, 
Steven son ren eged at least par­ 
tially . 


He said he was for return to 
90 per cen t of parity pen d in g some 
more ad equate solution , but ad d ­ 
ed : “Such farm supports by them­ 
selves d o n ot con stitute a com­ 
plete farm program.”
